The dryer it 'is ths 
greater the shrinkage.

Very much like a sponge. It takes 
up ana gives off moisture depend- 
ing upon the condition of tho air 
around it. 
Much of this can be 


avoided by using wood that is prop- 
erly seasoned before It is used in 
building-. Proper painting- and finish- 
ing of the woodwork win help. Per- 
haps you are humidifying the a!r 
of your house too much. 


Q— What is the best way to 


find out whether a smoke flue Is 
going to be gas tight? 


A — The best method is to build a 


fire at the baae of the flus and mak» 
a quantity of smoke. 
When th« 


«rmoke is flowing freely in the flue, 
close it tightly at the top and then 
note whether gas leaks out Into tha 
building or into other Hues in the 
chimney stack. The flue ia not safe 
if it leaks. Innumerable flrea havo 
started from defectjve flues.

A — It has been clearly shown that 


sheet^* of plain asbestos paper past- 
ed to a warm air pips of a furnace 
Is not a. heat insulator. ' It would 
therefore not be considered of much 
value as a fire resistant. 
Where 


such pipas pass through or near 
wood they should be covered with 
a cellular asbestos or other incom- 
bustible material at least half an 
inch thick. If all the pipss in the 
basement are covered with this ma- 
terial, there will be legs heat loss 
Into the basement. More heat will 
be delivered into the room abov«, 


Q— We hjwe decided to have 


the outside trans «f onr h«nse of 
tUe. One end of the floor beams 
will rest on these walls. WhaS 
shooU they rest on in the center 
of the house? 


A— The prlEclple is to have tha 


samo kind of support at both ends 
of joists. In this way settlement lg 
equalized and tha building remains 
in much better condition with less 
cracking of plastering and so on. 
If you have .tie outside -walls of 
masonry, then the insida bearings 
for Joists should aieo •&« of masonry. 
If the necessary thickness of this 
inside wail as built of masonry is 
objectionable, than it would be sat- 
isfactory to use steel beams span- 
ning: from masonry piers or metal 
columns for ths tnsldo supports of 
tha floor, joists.
